In person Harriman was a very 
small man. not weighing more than 
125 pounds.

If the gen- 
eral council had authority to issue 
special assessment bonds for ten 
.veara. without referring the question 
every time to the voters, so that the 
city could pay for sidewalk and pav- 
ing work In carh, a reduction of at 
least 15 to 50 per cent In the cost, 
could be secured, and the property 
owners would have ten yean In which 
to pay for the work. In that way the 
value of the properly would be en- 
hanced each year mere than the an- 
nual Installment of payments, and 
paving, sewering, too, and sidewalk 
work would become popular. 

Paducah should have dozens of 
paved streets, more sewers and miles 
and miles of new sidewalks; but the 
won’t have them and shouldn't have 
them, until they can be built In a 
manner to benefit property and prop- 
erty owners.

At present the city can Iwue spe- 
cial assessment bonds, upon popular 
vote; but If Paducah depends on |)op.
